Hopes of on carly removal of the 
embargo on Qanadian cattle look 
gloomy to high Canadian circles in 
London. “We do not sce any indica- 
tion whatever of the British govern- 
ment Weakening on the matter, al- 
though we are doing everything pos- 
sible,” it waa said at the high com- 
miseioner’s office, in yeply to persist- 
ent rumors that the British are pre- 
paring to remove the embarga.

In the meantime tho agitation in Can- 
ada, in the opinion of certain high 
circles, is complicating the issue. A 
flurry was caused in London by a
